During Clash 
In Brussels 


Saber Blo w Fatal 
As Demo nstrato rs 
fig ht State Po lice 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) 
_ 
State t r oop e r s and strikers 
clashed in downtown Brussels to­ 
day in a melee of swinging sab­ 
ers and fly ing rocks. One demon- 
strator was killed, the first fatal­ 
ity 
in 
the 
11-day 
nationwide 
strike. 
The striker was killed by a sa­ 
ber blow. Socialist leaders of the 
strike said. But a Ministry of In­ 
terior spokesman said a civilian 
fired on the demonstrators and “a 
man was killed.” Police said at 
least 12 persons from both sides 
were injured. 
The death on this most violent 
day of the walkout came in fight­ 
ing that broke out when strikers 
stoned the Brussels headquarters 
of Belgium’s Sabena Airlines. 
Violence erupted 
at the big 
northern port of Antwerp and at 
several cities in the industrial 
south, where the strike against 
Premier Gustav Ey skens’ econo­ 
my program has been most ef­ 
fective. 
In Antwerp, strikers wrecked a 
post office truck and beat up two 
postal workers who refused to 
join the strike. 
About 4,000 strikers clashed with 
police in the southwest industrial 
city of Mons and there were other 
outbreaks of 
violence 
in 
and 
around Charleroi, 
King Baudouin, who cut short 
his honey moon to deal with the 
crisis, met with the presidents of 
the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives. He had cot/erred with 
Ey skens Thursday night. 
The king also asked the leaders 
of Belgium's three largest politi­ 
cal parties to come to see him 
They are: Theo Lefevre. Social 
Christian president; Roger Motz, 
Liberal Conservative chief; and 
Leo Collard, Socialist president. 
Collard was reported to be in 
Charleroi to address a mass meet­ 
ing of strikers. 
Ey skens held his regular Cabi­ 
net meeting while the disorders 
were taking place. 
A communique said the Cabinet 
had 
ex amined 
the 
situation 
throughout the nation and ap­ 
proved measures so far taken. 
The Cabinet reaffirmed the gov­ 
ernment’s position—that the House 
of Representatives would be al­ 
lowed to debate the controversial 
austerity legislation to raise tax es 
and cut welfare spending to offset 
losses of Congo revenue. 
After the meeting the premier 
told reporters; “The most impor­ 
tant thing is to pass the legisla­ 
tion and give the country the new 
laws it needs.” 
The demonstrators in Brussels 
stalked 
the 
streets 
shouting 
"We’ll march on Parliament Tues­ 
day ” and "To the gallows with 
Esy kens.” Parliament reconvenes 
Tuesday to consider the austerity 
program. 
The Socialists contend that the 
burden of the new austerity pro­ 
gram will fall heaviest on the 
workers. 
The economic battle spawned a 
new outbreak of the conflicts be­ 
tween the Catholics and Socialists, 
and between the French-speaking 
Walloon south and Flemish north, 
that often have divided Belgium. 
The day ’s first violence came 
In the Charleroi region, a Socialist 
stronghold in the south. Cobble­ 
stones were torn from the streets 
and thrown in Couillet, Marcinel- 
le. Gilly , Marchienne-aivPont and

‘Secret Data’ 


Fo rmer Emplo y e Of 
Defense Department 
Taken Into Custo dy 


COLUMBIA. S. C. (AP) -A for­ 
mer Defense Department employ e 
has been charged with stealing 
secret documents. 
Arthur Rogers Roddey , 38, of 
Falls Church. Va., told newsmen 
he took the papers "to take them 
to the National Security Coundl.” 
He said after his arrest Thursday , 
"I felt I was right and I still feel 
that way .” 
The council, headed by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and including 
Cabinet officials among its mem­ 
bers, deals with over-all defense 
planning. Roddey was senior op­ 
erations research adviser for the 
weapons sy stem evaluation group 
of the 
Institute 
of 
Defense 
Analy sis. 
A newsman asked Roddey at Ws 
arraignment if he felt the docu­ 
ments contained information he 
thought the coiuKil should have 
but that it had not been given. 
"I don’t know what they knew, 
but I knew what I knew and want­ 
ed them to know it,” he replied. 
He conceded he did not take the 
documents to the council. 
The Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation said the case does not in­ 
volve espionage. 
In Richmond, 
V.a., 
however, 
U. S. Dist. Atty . Joseph S. Bam- 
bacus, who authorized filing of the 
charges, commented, "I plan to 
reconvene the federal grand jury 
in Alex andria (Va.) within the 
nex t Ih day s and I wiU ask the 
grand jury to indict Roddey on 
espionage charges.” 
He said some of the documents 
are "so highly classified that their 
mere ex istence, let alone their 
contents, are top secret."

President-elect John F. Kennedy 
say s he is seriously considering 
appointment of a world-robing 
ambassador to represent him in 
talks with high foreign officials, 
including government chiefs. 
And there are reports Ken­ 
nedy ’s choice for such an assign­ 
ment would be W. Avereli Harri- 
man. former ambassador to the 
Soviet Union and former gover­ 
nor of New York. 
Harriman, who conferred with 
Kennedy here this week, refused 
to confirm or deny it and Ken­ 
nedy headquarters had no com­ 
ment. 
The president-elect’s disclosure 
that he is thinking about naming 
a roving envoy came at a news 
conference Thursday night at the 
Kennedy home on the Atlantic 
shore. 
He also underscored again that 
he looks with little favor on a 
president of the United States do- 
ing a great deal of travel abroad, 
but by no means ruled out the 
possibility of his making some 
trips out of the country as chief 
ex ecutive. 
Kennedy indicated, without men­ 
tioning any names, that he may 
pick an ambassador at large nex t 
week. 
Kennedy and Sen. J. William 
Fulbright, D-Ark., chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, met newsmen together 
after 
Kennedy 
had 
announced 
that James M. Landis will serve 
as bis special assistant to help 
plan broadscale reform of federal 
regulatory agencies. 
Landis, former dean of the Har­ 
vard Law School, has served as 
member or chairman of some of 
the 
government 
agencies 
he 
sharply criticized in a study made 
for Kennedy . 
Landis, 61, will be on the job. 
a statement said, only "for the 
amount of time needed for the 
preparation of a program and the 
submission of final recommenda­ 
tions for presidential actiwi and 
legislation.” 
The regulatory agencies include 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, Fed­ 
eral Power Commission. Federal 
Communications Commission, In­

Kennedy ’s only announced busi­ 
ness engagement today is with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr.. son of 
the late president and a former 
member of the U. S. House of 
Representatives.

City Council Thursday night enacted an East Liver­ 
pool municipal income tax for the fourth time in three 
y ears, declaring it was the only alternative to a reduction 
of revenue that would have forced the lay off of 34 em­ 
ploy es and other cutbacks in service. 
Estimated to produce approx imately $200,000 annual­ 
ly , the tax of one-half of one per cent will be in effect for 
four y ears—through Dec. 31, 1964, the legislation pro­ 
vides. 
As it includes an 
em ergency clause, the ordinance 
will go into effect immediateJy after it is signed by May or Bert H. 
Goodballet. The may or has not indicated whether he wiU approve or 
veto the ordinance, but Council has more than enough votes to over­ 
ride his disapproval. 
At the earliest, the may or could return the disapproved ordinance 
to Council at its first 1961 meeting nex t Wednesday night. Council then 
would have .until Jan. 14 to sustain or override his veto. 
The unex pected tax ordinance was approved unanimously in 
a spec­ 
ial y earend meeting. Only three persons were in the audience when the 
meeting convened, but five others drifted in later, many of them Demo­ 
cratic party officials or city employ es. 
Every member of Council came out flatly in favor of the new tax 
in remarks made before the final vote was taken. They were joined 
by President Charles N. Edwards, who has no vote, but who ass^ted 
that he "stands 100 per cent behind” the action.

If Larg e Ape Surv iv es Jo lt 
First U.S. Manned Ro cket 
Ride Set Fo r Early Spring 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The first 
American manned roc*et ride is 
set for early spring if a large ape 
survives the jolt of 
a blast-off 
from Cape Canaveral early in 
1961. 
The House Committee on Sci­ 
ence and Astronautics made this 
prediction in a man-in-space re­ 
port today . 
Despite setbacks in recent tests, 
Chairman Overton Brooks. D-La., 
pictured the United States stand­ 
ing “on the threshold of a major 
flight test program of short and 
long range ballistic flights, lead­ 
ing first to uwnanned, and later 
on to manned orbital flight late 
in 1961, if alUgoes well.” 
The report, based on informa­ 
tion supplied by the Defense De­ 
partment and the National Aero- 


nautics and Space Administration, 
(NASA) set nex t March or April 
as the date for the first manned 
rocket ride. One of the Mercury 
Astronauts will be strapped in a 
capsule and shot well over 100 
miles up by an Army Redstone 
missile. 
This first space ride wiU last 
a matter of minutes. Ships will 
be ready to fish the capsule from 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
An earlier trial, using the same 
kind of rocket and capsule, will 
have a chimpanzee as passenger. 
If all goes well with the first 
manned space probes, the pay off 
will come nex t fall, when the first 
attempt will be made to put a 
man into a satellite in space, and 
k e e p him there long enough to 
complete several orbits of the 
earth.

CLEVELAND (AP)-PoUce ear­ 
ly today arrested Mrs. Arotha 
Hawkins, whose five sleeping chil­ 
dren died in an apartment house 
fire on the East Side Thursday 
night. She was being held for inr- 
vestigation. 
She told detectives she awoke 
before the fire to smoke a cigar­ 
ette and couldn't remember if she 
put it out. Also, fire investigators 
reported, the cause of a minor 
fire in the apartment three weeks 
ago was blamed on careless smok­ 
ing by the mother. 
Bernard Mulcahy , Fourth Bat­ 
talion fire chief who led the futile 
attempt to save the children's 
lives, complained that parked cars 
on a narrow street slowed down 
firemen attempting to reach the 
scene.

The tax of one-half of one per 
cent means 50 cents on every $100 
of earnings and other income, fees 
of professional men and profits of 
business and industry . 
The first time an income tax was 
collected here—in 1958—the rate 
was eight-tenths of one per cent, 
which meant 80 cents on each $100. 
The second proposal for five-tenths 
and the third—which was put to a 
vote by a Citizens Committee last 
y ear called for a rate of eight- 
tenths. Each of the other tax ordi­ 
nances was deleated at the polls. 
The ordinance approved last 
night virtually is an ex act copy of 
the three previous ordinances. As 
did toe former legislation, it pro­ 
vides that toe tax will be imposed 
on residents and non-residents 
alike if they derive their income 
in East Liverpool. 
It also provides for ex emption 
of such items as pensions, unem­ 
ploy ment compensation, cash re­ 
lief. disability pay ments and aii 
mony . 
It requires East Liverpool em­ 
ploy ers to withhold the tax from 
their worker’s pay and make quar­ 
terly returns to the city . Persons 
n(H subject to withholding are re­ 
quired to file advance “estimates 
of income”, as under the federal 
income tax law, and follow through 
with quarterly pay ments. 
'The ordinance provides that not 
more than 40 per cent of the new 
revenue will be used for general 
operating ex penses of the city in 
1961. In the last three y ears, not 
nwre than 25 per cent may be 
used for operating ex penses, it pro­ 
vides. 
The balance of the new revenue 
will be set aside for capital im­ 
provements, including street pro­ 
jects, the legislation provides. 
P r e s e nc e of the emergency 
clause means the city may ex pect 
to collect the tax at least unt i l 
November 1961, even though a vote 
of the people is sought to ratify or 
reject the measure. No referendum 
can be sought on legislation con­ 
taining an emergency clause. 
Filing of a referendum automat­ 
ically holds up effectiveness of the 
questioned ordinance. If a vote is 
sought, it would have to be in the 
form of a new ordinance initiated 
to repeal the tax legislation. But 
under initiative procedure, the tax 
would be collected pending the test 
at the polls. 
In three consecutive general 
elections — 1958, 1959 and I960-

F in a n c e committee memberi 
took toe lead in urging Council to 
enact new income tax legislation 
Thursday night to help overcome 
a reduction of at least $50,000 in

But every member of Coundl 
and the presiding officer spoke in 
favor of toe measure before the 
final vote was taken, some hrid- 
ly and some at length. 
At least two conceded that they 
feel the action may be tantamount 
to political suidde, taking into ac­ 
count the public’s reaction toward 
the tax in the past, but they said 
they felt they should place th e 
dty ’s welfare above their own. 
Because 1960 revenue did not 
come up to anticipated totals, some 
departments of the city already 
are operating in the red. Council­ 
man John Melvin, finance 
c om ­ 
mittee chairman, asserted. T h e 
city will begin 1981 with no reserv­ 
es in its general fund or its street 
department fund. 
Based on anticipated income for 
nex t y ear, if the dty continued to 
provide the same services it would 
have finished 1961 with a deficit of 
$50,000, Melvin commented. 
The only alternative would have 
been to lay off enough police, fire­ 
men, street department employ es 
and other workers and cut back 
other services to the point where 
the city ’s outlay would have been 
reduced to meet its income, Mel­ 
vin said. 
The lay off of firemen would have 
mean closing outly ing fire stations 
and discontinuance of such essen­ 
tial street department services as 
spreading ashes and salt on slip­ 
pery pavements, he said. 
"To raise more money means 
only one thing — income tax ." 
Melvin said. "I had hoped that 
this unpopular step could be avoid­ 
ed, but I know now that it can­ 
not.” 
“We were elected by toe peo­ 
ple — the same voters who have 
rejected the income tax t h r e e 
i i m es," 
Melvin said. “But thes# 
same people ex pect us as their 
repr^entatives in government to 
inform the public as to what is

City Council Thursday night enacted an East Liver­ 
pool municipal income tax for the fourth time in three 
years, declaring it was the only alternative to a reduction 
of revenue that would have forced the layoff of 34 em ­ 
ployes and other cutbacks in service. 
Estimated to produce approximately $200,000 annual­ 
ly, the tax of one-naif of one per cent w ill be in effect for 
four years— through Dec. 31, 1964, the legislation p r o ­ 
vides. 
As it includes an em ergency clause, the ordinance 
will go into effect immediately after it is signed by Mayor Bert H. 
Goodballet. The mayor has not indicated whether he will approve or 
veto the ordinance, but Council has more than enough votes to over­ 
ride his disapproval. 
At the earliest, the mayor could return the disapproved ordinance 
to Council at its first 1961 meeting next Wednesday night. Council then 
would have .until Jan. 14 to sustain or override his veto. 
The unexpected tax ordinance was approved unanimously in a spec­ 
ial yearend meeting. Only three persons were in the audience when the 
meeting convened, but five others drifted in later, many of them Denier 
cretic party officials or city employes. 
Every member of Council came out flatly in favor of the new tax 
in remarks made before the final vote was taken. They were joined 
by President Charles N. Edwards, who has no vote, but who asserted 
that he "stands IOO per cent behind" the action.

F in a n c e committee members 
took the lead in urging Council to 
enact new income tax legislation

But when the sun 
co mes o ut, he do esn’t mak e them either, be­ 
cause then he’s to o busy with his business. 
The po int is that these things must be do ne 
If he is go ing to stay in business. No t o nly 
must the ro o f be k ept in repair but capital 
Impro vements must be made. 
Things must be shifted aro und and ar­ 
ranged mo re co nveniently . Trash must be 
carted away and new things bro ught in to 
k eep the place in o perating co nditio n 
New signs must be put o ut fro nt. Business 
co ntacts must be brushed up and k ept shiny 
when there is time to do the jo b right. 
The time to do all these things is when there 
is no thing mo re impo rtant to do .

It learned that co nfidence is 
the fo undatio n o f all business planning and 
the mo st co nfidence - inspiring po licy go vern­ 
ment can fo llo w is no t to fly into hy sterics 
when the shrill vo ices are heard.

A co ld war is hardly 
different fro m a ho t war in re­ 
quiring 
100 per cent 
alertness 
against the enemy . 


LATELY there has been a drive 
o n to cripple the Ho use Co mmittee 
o n Un-American Activities and The 
Senate Internal Security subco m­ 
mittee—the o nly two co ngressio n- 
’a! gro ups which co nstantly ex po se 
to public view Co mmunist o pera­ 
tio ns inside the United States. The 
agitatio n to abo lish the Ho use co m­ 
mittee has had the assistance o f 
gullible Americans who think they 
are merely fighting fo r the cause 
o f free speech. But FBI Directo r 
Ho o ver say s: 
"The Co mmunists ho pe to re­ 
peat 
the 
success 
which 
they 
achieved o n the West Co ast last 
May in spearheading mo b demo n­ 
stratio ns by co llege students and 
o ther y o ung peo ple against a co m­ 
mittee o f Co ngress.9 
Rio t charges against the demo n­ 
strato rs in San Francisco were 
dismissed by a lo cal judge fo r 
"practical reaso ns” but he de­ 
clared in a co m.ment made o ver 
the week end that his actio n sho uld 
no t be co nstrued as co ndo ning what 
happened He added; 
"I very definitely agree with the 
view o f FBI Directo r J. Edgar 
Ho o ver that the city hall rio t last 
May 13 was instigated by Co m­ 
munist .subversives.” 


THE FBI DIRECTOR no t o nly 
warns against Co mmunist infiltra­ 
tio n o f the y o uth mo vements in 
this co untry —as has happened in 
o ther 
co untries—but, 
in 
recent 
articles that appeared in Chris­ 
tianity To day , he po ints o ut ho w 


the Co mmunists are try ing hard 
to infiltrate American churches. He 
writes: 
"Fro m bases behind the Iro n 
Curtain and in the no n-Co mmunist 
wo rld,” this clo ud o f Co mmunist 
pro paganda 
is drenching many 
lands, with a particularly heavy 
fall-o ut in this natio n. 
"The deadliest o f these Co m­ 
munist missiles—who se warheads 
are ex ceptio nally heavy —are be­ 
ing directed against the Christian 
pulpit. Co mmunist gunners, with 
special 
ideo lo gical training and 
scho o led in atheistic perversity , are 
‘sighting in’ the clergy —ho ping to 
shatter, immo bilize, and co nfuse 
this po werful fo rum o f idealism, 
mo rality , and civic virtue. 
“No assignment is mo re stra­ 
tegic in the Co mmunist wo rld to ­ 
day than the disruptio n o f the 
church o f Go d—bo th within and 
o utside the Irdn Curtdln. . . . 
"The Co mmunist party , thro ugh 
infiltratio n tactics, is attempting 
to reach inside the churches. In 
o ne instance, a Co mmunist o fficial 
instructed party members to jo in 
churches and beco me active in 
their o rganizatio ns. Ano ther mem­ 
ber was wo rk ing in the church o f­ 
fice, while still ano ther party o f­ 
ficial helped co nduct the financial 
affairs o f his parish. 
".Mo st impo rtant, o f co urse, is 
the y o uth field. A natio nal party 
leader recently co mmented that 
Co mmunist y o uth must find 'co m­ 
mo n gro und’ with church y o uth 
gro ups, ‘no t o nly fo r ideo lo gical rea­ 
so ns but also fo r the use o f their 
facilities!’ " 


MR. HOOVER say s that the 
Co mmunist tactic is to get clergy ­ 
men o r lay men to sign Co mmunist- 
spo nso red petitio ns which favo r 
Co mmunist o bjectives while clev­ 
erly hiding the Co mmunist inspira­ 
tio n. He adds: 
"To a pro spective 'custo mer,* a 
Co mmunist canvasser will say ; 
‘The Rev. Mr, X has signed thi.s 
petitio n, why do n’t y o u sign to o ’ ’ 
‘The Rev, Mr. Y has endo rsed 
this o rganizatio n. Yo u k no w him 
Why do n't y o u help us and co n­ 
tribute so me mo ney ?’ ‘The Rev 
Z has spo k en favo rably o f this 
pro po sal This sho ws that it’s in 
the spirit o f the church.’ 
"To the Co mmunists, any sup­ 
po rt gained fro m church circles 
enables them to break do wn the 
mo ral antipathy o f the co mmunity 
and gives them a desperately de­ 
sired ‘respectability .’ Hence this 
strategy o f Co mmunist deceit is 
aimed to undermine, ho o dwink , 
and ex plo it the Christian pulpH " 
Mr. Ho o ver wro te three articles 
fo r Christianity To day , a publica­ 
tio n which circulates widely amo ng 
churchmen. He o utlined in detail 
the metho ds by which the Co m­ 
munists try to infiltrate the clergy . 
He do es no t accuse any clergy man 
o f being identified with the Co m­ 
munist cause but merely warns 
against the tactics that are used 
to deceive the gullible.

"new lows" economists hate to talk about, 
business is coasting down a shallow slope 
th at m ay "saucer out” by mid year.

The country learned a m em orable lesson in 
the slump of 19KM958 when the Eisenhow er 
adm inistration was urged by shrill voices to 
do something drastic to m ake things get bet­ 
ter instantly. It learned that confidence is 
the foundation of all business planning and 
the most confidence - inspiring policy govern­ 
m ent can follow is not to fly into hysterics 
when the shrill voices are heard. 


THE INCOMING Kennedy adm inistration is 
showing heartening signs of having the sam e 
point of view that m ade the Eisenhow er ad­ 
m inistration a rallying point for economic con­ 
fidence. 
Its first job will be to reassure the roof- 
fixers that there is work to be done and now 
is the time to do it. 
Its second job will be to sit on the boom 
that is alm ost certain to develop during its 
first year in power, to keep it from b itin g 
off an inflationary explosion 
It can be grateful for the "saucer-shaped 
slum p,” the newest thing in the jargon of the 
economists. 
Instead of falling off a cliff, the U S econ­ 
omy these days rides up and down a roller 
coaster.

This latitude of North America w as below 
the equator 400 million years ago 
This is

E ither these things are true, or the earth 's 
entire crust itself has shifted its position 
W hat nas put Dr. Blackett into controversy 
Is his growing conviction that only the con­ 
tinental m asses have moved and this ex­ 
plains why coal formed elsew here is found 
now in places where it does not belong and 
why dinosaurs are found embedded in ice 
But that is not why Dr. Blackett has be­ 
come one of our favorite people 
It is be­ 
cause he m akes it possible when conversa­ 
tion turns to the weather to say.

friend Dr B lackett, president of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
says it didn’t use to be this way He thinks 
the continents are moving Although ours is 
moving northw ard at the moment, it might 
reverse direction and move southward, in 
which event all of us not already living in

Communists Emerge From Their Holes 


U.S. Communists, long hidden in 
a m usty underground of their cwn, 


have been directed by Soviet in­ 
ternational leaders to surge out into 
the open 
and 
activate 
their 
national 
Com­ 
munist 
party 
on a wide po­ 
litical front. 
There is doc­ 
um entary 
evi­ 
dence that U.S. 
C o m m unistsi 
were told n o t 
to fear em erg-|__ 
ing from their 
Victor Riesel 
obscure and secret cells so they 
can once m ore operate in Commu­ 
nist party clubs, sections and dis­ 
tricts. 


They have, in fact, been told to 
register, each m em ber "on a sin­ 
gle sheet," so that the Communist 
"cen ter" in each area would have 
his name, address, age, sex, union 
m em bership, skills, affiliations and 
length of time in the Communist 
party, U S A. 
The above order was dispatched 
on Oct 
25, to all "district chair­ 
men, 
and 
district 
organizational 
se c re ta rie s” 
The 
directive 
was 
signed by "The National Organiza­ 
tion 
Bureau, 
Communist 
P arty, 
U.S.A.” 
No such m essage would have 
been put on paper without the au­ 
thorization and direction of the So­ 
viet P arty ’s Central Com m ittee— 
which is m ade up of men more 
realistic than Dostoyevsky, m o r e 
cynical then Nietzsche. 


THE SOVIET Central com m it­ 
tee’s experts on the U.S. would not 
waste their tim e on reorganiza­ 
tion of the American Communist 
party if they had not a specific 
purpose at this specific m oment. 
They believe, it seems to me, that 
they can exploit the growing num ­ 
ber of jobless—especially in the 
steel industry. 
The 
Com munists 
are 
moving 
swiftly, apparently, to take politi­ 
cal advantage of the unemployed 
during 1961 — for the num ber seek­ 
ing work will dwindle swiftly to­ 
w ards the end of the year.

lands, with a particularly heavy 
fall-out in this nation. 
‘T h e deadliest of these Com­ 
m unist m issiles—whose w arheads 
are exceptionally heavy—are be­ 
ing directed against the Christian 
pulpit. Communist gunners, with 
special 
ideological 
training 
and 
schooled in atheistic perversity, ar* 
•sighting in' the clergy—hoping to 
shatter, immobilize, and confuse 
this powerful forum of idealism, 
m orality, and civic virtue. 
"No assignm ent is m ore stra­ 
tegic in the Com m unist world to­ 
day than the disruption of th* 
church of God—both within and 
outside the lr<Jn C urtain. . . . 
“The Communist party, through 
infiltration tactics, 
is attem pting 
to reach inside the churches. In 
one instance, a Com m unist official 
instructed party m em bers to join 
churches and 
becom e active 
in 
their organizations. Another m em ­ 
ber was working in the church of­ 
fice, while still another party of­ 
ficial helped conduct the financial 
affairs of his parish. 
"M ost im portant, of course, is 
the youth field. A national party

The Audacious Plan—Mohole 
March Tests Due To Drill 
Hole Iii lur th F rom Ship

plan to drill a hole deep into the 
earth from a ship at sea 
This plan is the 
Mohole—the 
first hole ever to penetrate all 
through the earth’s crust to learn 
what mysteries lie in and below it 
It is "one of the most impor­ 
tant 
scientific 
undertakings 
of 
modern times.” Dr Detlev Bronk 
president of the National Acad­ 
emy 
of 
Sciences - National 
Re­ 
search Council 
declared today. 
The 
actual 
Mohple

drilled from atop water perhaps 
34 miles deep, with special drills 
then biting 3 miles through the 
ocean 
floor 
to 
go 
below 
the 
earth's crust or outer skin for the 
first time. 
Experimental drilling to test all 
the difficult techniques will start 
in March near Guadaloupe Island 
off the western coast of Mexico, 
the National Science Foundation 
and 
Academy-Research 
Council 
announced today. 
There the sea is 12,000 feet deep 
—2.3 miles. Holes looking for off­ 
shore oil have never been drilled 
he/ore in water deeper than a few 
hundred feet 


Several test holes to various 
depths are planned A rotary drill 
working from a specially fitted 
ship will be used 
Digging the Mohole itself may 
come in a few years 
Mohole gets its name from the 
Mohorovicic discontinuity — Moho 
for short. The Moho is a boundary 
between the earth’s thin crust and 
the underlying rock, the mantle, 
of unknown composition which ex­ 
tends 3.000 miles 
deep 
to the 
earth’s core 
'The core is pre­ 
sumably composed of nickel and 
iron*. 
The 
Mohole—Moho 
hole—can 
be feasibly be drilled only at sea, 
for the earth’s crust 
under 
the 
oceans is as little as 24 to 3 miles 
thick, as against 15 to 20 miles 
on land mases. And the deepest 
oil well ever dug on land is only 
4 7 miles 
The Mohole will try to bring up 
samples of the mantle, and to 
study the curious Moho boundary 
layer. 
The drilling also could produce 
a rich history of life. evolution 
and climate changes on earth 
This can be done by bringing 
up and analysing the sediments 
building up to 500 to 1,000 feet 
thickness over millions of years.

fP H E FIRST guardians along the border separating West Ger-

many from Czechoslovakia, a critical 250-mile stretch of 
no-man’s land, is the U. S. Seventh Army’s 2nd Armored Cav­ 
alry Regiment whose aerial steeds can jump a river or a moun­ 
tain with equal ease and abandon. 
Cruising at treetop level, the battle-ready Seventh Army 
flying border watchers, utilizing Sikorsky S-58 helicopters, op­ 
erate on an around-the-clock alert and can be lifted to a danger 
spot anywhere on the border in a m atter of minutes. Keeping 
the border under constant surveillance, these minutemen be­ 
come accustomed to having pot shots taken at them b y Czech 
border guards, who follow each aircraft with their gun sights 
until it disappears. “Just testing our nerves,’’ quipped one GI.
